Yamaha’s ZR series of water-cooled road racers and Harley-Davidson XR’s were 
banned from Formula 750 competition by the FIM, the world sanctioning body, 
so the AMA dropped its FIM affiliation for the next two American National 
Road Races until the FIM figures out what they are going to do about their 
controversial decision, FIM’s ban came about when somebody discovered an old 
rule that the bikes racing in the Formula 750 category had to be based on 
“street legal”” models, which the ZR’s and XR’s are not. Imagine Agostini’s 11

Grand Prix, first Grand Prix win. 
The former 125 rider pulled the 
holeshot in the first moto of the 
1974 ~250ce motocross World 
Championship and overcame strong 
challenges from Pavel Rulev (KTM) and 
World Champ Hakan Andersson (Yam) 
to lead by an ever-widening margin all 
the way to the checkered, 

But ‘‘almost” only counts in 
horseshoes and hand grenades. When the 
overall classification for this first Grand 
Prix of the 1974 season was tallied, the 
fastest Russian, Gunnady Moisseiev 
(KTM) had won. It was his second GP 
victory aboard the startling-quick KTM. 
(Known to Americans as a Penton.) His 
fourth, albeit a distant fourth, in the 
first moto, combined with the second 
moto win cinched the victory, as only 
he and Andersson were able to put 
together consistent rides in both legs. 
Hakan was second overall and another 
KTM-mounted Russian, Pavel Rulev, 
rode to an inspired, competitive second 
in moto one to secure third overall. 

American Jim Pomeroy never 
overcame a fish-tailing start in the 
second moto on the muddy-slick track 
and dropped to seventh overall as a 
result of his tenth place finish in the 
second leg. He still demonstrated his 
skill as a World Championship-caliber 
rider in making a consistent 
performance on a sloppy course that 
provided only one good line for most of 


pilot Raymond 
pulled off a feat 
comparable to that of Team Bul- 
Jim Pomeroy: 


the day, due to deep mud overlying 
much of the circuit. 

The Spanish spórts pages were full of 
previews and prognostications about the 
potential winner. Andersson and 
Pomeroy were favored, for obvious 
reasons, and there was sufficent history 
to back up these choices. The Belgians 
were all touting Harry Everts (Puc) as 
the quickest, most improved rider on 
the 250 circuit this year. They were 
right. Everts ended up fourth overall, 
second to Moisseiev in the secońd moto 
while displaying excellent late moto 
strength and passing ability. 

At the end of the first lap of moto 
one, the order of the first five were 
Boven, Rulev, Andersson, Pomeroy and 
a revitalized Joel Robert on a new 
Suzuki that he had previously said was 
“85% right.” He was not down on the 
machine as he had been much of last 
year. 

After about 10 minutes, Robert rode 
past Pomeroy into fourth and the first 
five started to clear off from the rest of 
the pack, which strung out very quickly. 
Shortly after that, Gunnady Moisseiev 
got through passing other riders and 
took off after the front-runners in 
typical Russian motocross fashion, i.e., 
WFO, with little concern for brakes or 
berms. He got by first Pomeroy, who 
was stuck using a grooved line he didn’t 
particularly like, and then, after a while, 
he gunned it past Robert on the inside. 

Boven, Rulev, and Andersson were 


first 250 





having their own race one-two-three 
about five seconds apart and opened up 
a big gap that Moisseiev couldn’t close. 


Jim kept closing the distance on Joel | 


Robert on the front part of the course 
and then losing it back on the long, 
looping, uphill-downhill back section, 
The course at Sabadell, called Circuito 
de las Valles, is very long and it is that 
much more difficult to maintain good, 
fast lines over a distance of about two 
miles. It is also, by the name, very 
vertical, A rider is nearly always 
climbing or descending on the slippery 
wet surface. 

Boven was passed in mid-air over the 
front straight jump by Rulev with about 
20 minutes to go and then, the next lap, 
Boven repassed The Russian in the same 
place. He later related in 
Flemish-accented French that he decided 
it was time to quit “conserving” himself 
and get it on. This he did, opening up a 
lead of as much as 20 seconds at times 
as the Spanish crowd roared their 
approval of the Montesa’s commanding 
lead. Rulev was subsequently 
preoccupied trying to hold off Hakan 
Andersson, who knew that a second 
would count a lot more toward the 
overall than a third. He, too, received 
cheers from the crowd as a World 
Champ deserves. 

Moisseiev was pretty much by 
himself in fourth and Robert and 
Pomeroy were still racing. Joel's riding 
looked completely effortless. Jim’s 
looked very intense. 

Harry Everts kept coming on the 
works 250 Puch but it looked like Jim 
was in control of the situation and 
would have no trouble maintaining his 
position as the “one lap” sign came out 
after approximately 43 minutes of 
international motocross had elapsed. 

Then, as Jim was lapping Dutchman 
Jo Lammors, switched from Montesa to 
Bultaco also, he was cut off at the apex 
of an uphill hairpin and the two 








Bultacos collided. Everts went by on the 
inside wicking the quick Puch to a 
margin that Jim could not overcome in 
the remaining half-lap, and dropping the 
American back to seventh. The first 
three finished a good distance ahead of 
the next four and the first seven, ending 
with Pomeroy, were way ahead of the 
next riders: Herbert Schmitz (Puc), 
Hans Maisch (Mai) and Gaston Rahier 
(Suz). 

This Grand Prix was very much a 
do-or-die proposition for all the Belgian 
250 riders, particularly Joel Robert, as 
only the top three would be allowed by 
the FMB to contest all the Grand Prix 
rounds. Joel had not even been in the 
top three of last year's Belgian grading 
list so he had to do well and he did. 
There were six Belgians, three of them 
to be eliminated; all of them incredibly 
good motocrossers: Raymond Boven 
(Mon), Joel Robert (Suz), Gaston 
Rahier (Suz), Sylvain Geboers (Suz), 
Jean-Claude Laguaye (Yam), and Harry 
Everts (Puc). It looks like the three will 
be Boven, Everts, and Robert. The sad 
thing is that all the rest of them: 
Geboers, Laguaye, and Rahier are better 
than most of the riders of any other 
country but have, in this case, the bad 
luck to be Belgian and want to ride 250 
Grand Prix. There are simply too many 
good racers in Belgium. So some, like 
Montesa’s Jean-Claude Jobe, have 
entered under a Spanish competition 
license. Jobe, a Belgian by birth and 
language, was ironically first “Spaniard” 
in the Spanish 250 Grand Prix. 

In the second moto, Moisseiev, Falta 
(CZ), and Andersson all exploded from 
the gate together and stayed within 
mere meters of each other for several 
laps, The course was getting drier as two 
days of slow, steady rain got pounded 
into the Spanish soil. This meant that 
some places on the track now had two 
lines instead of one — still hardly an 
ideal situation for passing. 


Jaroslav Falta had crashed his new 
CZ hard in the first moto putting him 
-out of contention for any decent overall 
placing but was now pressuring 
Moisseiev something fierce. Hakan kept 
trying to stick a wheel under Falta on 
the 180-degree corners but couldn’t 
quite get it. Hans Maisch had gotten a 
very good start on a very 
ordinary-looking Maico that did not 
even have the current modified shocks 
and swingarm configuration, and just 
"simply held on to fourth place. Rulev, 
Geboers, and Englishman Vic Allan 
were in the next group, not very 
pressured and not pressuring the 
front-running four. 

Both Pomeroy and- Robert had 
gotten very poor starts in the second 
moto, which they were never able to 
overcome, Joel started to recover first 
and they both moved up about the same 
pace, Joel just slightly ahead of Jim. 

Somewhere about sixth or seventh, 
Harry Everts was motoring consistently 
on the yellow Puch but nobody was 
paying much attention to him. But he 
just kept on passing. 

On the lap that Hakan was putting 
the passing moves on Falta, Pavel Rulev 
crashed into the snowfence and came 
ricocheting back down the hill smashing 
Hakan a good one on the clutch hand 
with the front of the bouncing KTM. 
Hakan was seriously hurt but continued 
racing, barely able to use his left hand. 

Everts soon got past Andersson, 
whose works monoshock Yamaha also 
seemed to be:running very lean and in 
danger of seizing. He set out after Falta 
who had the new, lightweight CZ 
literally flying and with 15 minutes to 
go, had the pressure on. He eventually 
got the Czech. 

Moisseiev was now in serious trouble. 
He had lost the top three gears on the 
KTM and had signalled to his pit, 
requesting to come in. The pit had 
denied his request and motioned for 
him to keep racing — with the shift lever 
bent back at more than a 90-degree 
angle. The Russian kept gassing it with 
his remaining gears and just as the KTM 
would start to seize at the end of a 
straightaway, he would back off the 
throttle to give the piston a shot of 
pre-mix. It’s incredible that he could 
maintain the lead of a 250 Grand Prix 
with that many gears missing and Everts 
strongly pressuring him. He was riding 
his Bolshevik buns off in the rough 
sections. He simply couldn't afford to 
shut off — ever. So he didn't.

Pomeroy and Robert diced for a 
while, then Robert pulled ahead by the 
narrowest of margins as Jim started to 
get pressure from new Husky rider 
Kalevi Vehkonen. The American and 
the Belgian settled in to tenth and 
ninth, respectively, where they finished. 

What happened to wunderkind 
Raymond Boven? His Montesa quit 
running right as he entered the first turn 
in about third. He made a complete lap 
or two before pulling out. On Monday, 
they were still arguing at the Montesa 
factory over what had gone wrong. 
Boven's Belgian patron had one idea; 
the Spanish mechanics, another. If 
anybody really knew, they weren’t 
telling. He still racked up 15 GP points 
and created a sensation in Barcelona. 

It looked like Everts had third place 
behind Moisseiev (KTM) and Andersson 
(Yam) giving Puch its best Grand Prix 
finish since the Swedish 250 GP last 
year where Uno Palm was third. In fact, 
he was tied on points with Pavel Rulev 
but the Russian was judged to have the 
faster time so that put two Russians and 
two KTMs in the top three. 

There was a tremendous amount of 


„pressure on Jim Pomeroy to do well and 


he did, ending up seventh overall but he 
didn’t win, as he had last year. This 
disappointed no one more than Jim 
himself, who felt he could have done 
better. He could have. The Bultaco 
clutch was slipping a lot in the first 
moto after they held the start gate for 
way too long and he got a poor start in 
the second round, But if he continues to 
ride the rest of the season as he did at 
the Spanish 250 Grand Prix, Jim 
Pomeroy will have nothing to worry 
about. He is firmly established in the 
ranks of the top ten Grand Prix 
motocross riders in the world ... and is 
there to stay for a while. e

Scott went on to 
win with Hocking second, Mark 
Williams in third, Tom White fourth and 
Rockwood taking the last Semi transfer, 
in fifth.

Brian 
Garcia and Doug Garrison rounded out 
the front running five.

surviving blowing dust and sand. 

The wind was gusty, strong and 
dry, and the sand and dust it 
carried with it made things tough for 
spectators, not to mention the 
unfortunate rider who was not in the 
top ten at the start.

To put it mildly, there were a lot of 
entries in the 250 class, so a little 
weeding had to be done to get the 
number of riders down to 40. To 
achieve this end, two qualifiers and a 
consolation race were held. Honda team 
rider Gaylon Mosier and Kenny Zahrt 
(Bul) were victors in their qualifiers, 
with the consolation race victory going 
to Chuck Bower (Hon). 

The Flying Dutchman, Karsmakers, 
astride a factory monoshock Yamaha 
took the immediate lead, followed by 
Zahrt. Going up Banzai Hill for the 
second time, Zahrt managed to pull 
even with Karsmakers. Pierre held him 
off, and it was the closest anyone would 
come during this moto. 

Meanwhile, back in third place, Buck 
Murphy was hard pressed to keep his 
Penton in front of a Husqvarna and its 
presistent pilot, Marty Tripes. Tripes did 
get past Murphy and a couple of laps 
later, aced Zahrt to get second. Team 
Honda riders, Bill Grossi and Gaylon 
Mosier were keeping each other 
company in fourth and fifth. 

Things were pretty static until Tripes 
entered a corner, didn’t see the yellow 
flag and piled into someone else’s 
crack-up. He dropped from second to 
about eighth. Zahrt, who had been 
having a good battle with Murphy, 
inherited second. 


Rich Thorwaldson and Gary Jones 
had gotten bad starts and were busy 
working their way through the pack. 
Thorwaldson and his Suzuki were doing 
a better job of it with Rich ending up 
sixth, while Jones could only get the 
250 Can-Am up to fifteenth. 

A wild, three-way battle for the lead 
between Karsmakers, Zahrt and Murphy 
occupied the first three laps of the

Pierre 
just waited until the young rider got a 
bit tired, and then swooped down and 
collected first. Tripes was moving up 
through the crowd until he got past 
Mosier for second. Zahrt was really 
starting to fade as he got passed by Rich 
Eierstedt (Hon) and Bill Grossi. The 
astute announcer decided to put a 
clock on the front-running duo, and 
discovered that Tripes was gaining on 
Pierre at the rate of one second per lap. 
Sure enough, a few laps later, Tripes was 
in striking position, Strike he did and he 
pulled away from Karsmakers until the 
flag came out. Pierre copped a second, 
followed by Eierestedt, Grossi, Mosier, 
Thorwaldson and Gary Jones. 

The Overall win went to Karsmakers. 
Tripes put a seventh and a first together 
for the runner-up spot. Two fourths 
meant Bill Grossi was tied with Tripes 
on points, but was relegated to third 
Overall.

Mike Runyard took an early, but 
short-lived lead at the start of the first 
500 moto, Steve Stackable (Mai) passed 
the Suzuki pilot on the second lap. 
Behind him, (but never very far behind 
him) were Bryar Holcomb (Bul) and Jim 
Weinert (Kaw). Tony DiStefano was on 
the move, first getting by Gary Semics 
(Hus) and then following Weinert past 
Holcomb, By the seventh lap, Weinert 
was in second. By the eighth lap, 
DiStefano had gotten his CZ by 
Runyard for third. On the ninth lap 
Weinert was in the lead. By the tenth 
lap, DiStefano was in first. Stackable 
dropped to fifth. Runyard and Holcomb 
were having a fierce scrap for third until 
Holcomb tired and dropped back. At 
the finish, it was DiStefano, followed by 
Weinert, Runyard, Stackable and Mike 
Hartwig (Yam) who had worked his way 
up steadily from a terrible start. 

Maico-mounted Billy Payne got the 
jump on the rest of the pack as Moto 
Two got underway. Payne was followed 
by Holcomb and Stackable. Holcomb 
soon took over the lead and shortly 
afterward, Payne broke an axle. 
Holcomb had only a short time to enjoy 
the lead before he got zapped by 
DiStefano. 

What happened to Weinert? Well, Jim 
loaded up the Kawasaki on the starting 
line and it took several kicks and then 
two laps before it was running cleanly. 


And then he started out riding like a 
madman trying to make up lost time. 

Holcomb lost a bunch of positions 
when he collided with a lapee and spent 
some time in the pits, getting things 
unbent. Runyard and Semics were 
circulating very closely, very fast. They 
moved past Stackable to occupy third 
and fourth at the’ halfway point, 
Hartwig was in fifth, but his engine 
didn’t sound terribly healthy. 

DiStefano took first by a large 
margin over Runyard. Semics was in 
next, followed by Stackable and 
Hartwig. Behind Hartwig was Jammin” 
Jimmy Weinert, who had simply moved 
from dead last to sixth. Not bad. 

DiStefano took first Overall, 
followed by Runyard, Stackable, 
Weinert, Semics and Hartwig. While 
we’re mentioning overall results, we 
should mention that Molly Blue was on 
hand to be the trophy girl, but with the 
delay caused by the qualifying motos, 
there was no time for a trophy 
presentation.

Controversy: 


D-37 Sports Committee 
suspends Hilltoppers MC 


in BLM Land Use 
fee hassle

District’s 37 Vice President Jim 

Wells who was in the chair for the 

April Sports Committee meeting 

kept a tight rein on the group as 

tempers flared. 

Members of the Cactus Cats, 
Hilltoppers and Southern 
California motorcycle clubs were 
there on masse along with a large turn 
out of the Board of Directors. In an 
emergency meething held March 25 the 
Board of Directors passed the below 
resolution. 

Whereas 

The District 37 AMA Sports Committee 

has diligently worked to achieve good 

relations between this organization, its 
member clubs and individual sportsman 
motorcyclists, and the United States 

Bureau of Lang Management and its 

local offices and personnel, and 

Whereas 

The relationship has been beneficial in 

promoting better understanding and 

rapport between these groups, including 
compromises beneficial to the District 

37 Clubs in regard to payment of land 

use fees and waiving of surety bonds, 

and 

Whereas 

This existing BLM policy is of value to 

the District and all its member clubs, . 

and failure to comply with the payment 

schedule of Special Land Use Permit 
fees as established by the BLM would 
impose hardships on the entire 
membership of District 37 Sports 

Committee and could jeopardize our 

sport, 

It is resolved 

The Directors of District 37 invoke the 

following emergency regulations 

concerning payment of land use fees by 
its member clubs; and specifically the 

Hilltoppers M.C. for failure to comply 

with a March 7, 1974 District 37 Sports 

Committee ruling: 

1. District 37 Sports Committee 
funds shall not be used to pay fees 
in lieu of monies which member 
clubs collect from entrants as a 
portion of entry fees. 

. Failure to pay BLM Land Use fees 
within the prescribed time will 
result in the member club’s 
suspension from the District 
effective as of the date of 
delinquency. 

. Such suspension shall result in all 
„earned points for the club and its 
individual members being held in 
abeyance during such suspension, 
and members shall not be elgible 
to earn points during the 
suspension period. 

A. Should this suspension extend 
through December 31 of any 
calendar year, all club and 
individual points for that year 
shall be forfeit. 

4. All events scheduled by a member 
club during such suspension will 
not pay District points. 

5. At such time as proof © of 
compliance is given, any 
suspended club will be reinstated 
as of the date of such compliance 
and earned points will be returned 
to its members. 

6. These regulations apply to* all 
clubs except those that in the 
opinion of the Directors have 
taken precaution which does not 
jeopardize the District and its 
member clubs. 

The Cactus Cats,who are in litigation 

with a court date of May 6th, made a 

motion that the Hilltoppers be allowed

back in the District without any 
penalties to either members or the club. 
Jim Honiter was the major spokesman 
for the Cats and the feeling was that the 
body of the Sports Committee should 
have the right to decide the fate of the 
Hilltoppers, not the Board of Directors 
meeting secretly. 

The Hilltoppers and So. Cal. have 
both put fees collected from their runs 
aside, withholding them from the BLM 
until the Cactus Cats go to court and 
their suit against the BLM is settled. 
Neither club refuses to pay the BLM the 
land use fee, only to hold on to it until 
the courts make a decision. 

Ron Sloan and Harry Whalen, two of 
the Directors, both spoke at length on 
the subject. Whalen pointed out that 
open defiance was only going to make 
J.R. Penny angry and he had the power 
to make it very difficult for us to use 
the desert for racing if he wished to. 
Whalen was all for clubs tackling the 
BLM but doing it the right way, in a law 
suit against the Bureau, not by 
withholding the fees the BLM demands. 

Sloan told of the endless meetings 
and hard work that had gone into 
working with the BLM to keep the 
desert open for racing. He didn't like 
the fees just like everybody else but the 
fact remains that Penny is given the 
responsibility to manage the desert by 
the United States Congress, and manage 
it he will. We will have to get along with 
him or risk losing it. 

Posting bonds instead of the standard 
fee of one dollar per rider was discussed. 
This has been checked into. Unless a 
club has money in the bank to cover the 
bond, wether it be called a surety or a 
faithful performance, the amont of 
money will have to be availabe even if it 
requires a final statement from every 
member. This could mean that’ an 
individual could lose personal worth 
should a bond be forfeit. 

Another club pointed out that in a 
recent meeting with the BLM going over 
plans for their upcoming run, one of the 
Bureau's people said he understood the 
District was having internal hassles over 
the land use fees and made it reasonably 
clear that the Bureau could, if 
displeased with the situation, turn the 
desert over to an environmental study 
which would close it completely. 

During the course of the discussion 
which occasionally merited a bang of 
the gavel to get things under control it 
was brought up by various 
representatives that the Board of 
Directors shouldn’t have the power to 
be able to suspend a club, only make a 
recommendation to the body. The AMA 
had been asked for assistance on a legal 
level and Gene Wirwahn, their legal 
advisor, had declined. As to why the 
Directors or somebody hadn't 
considered and put into action a plan 
for the whole District 37 organization 
to, take legal action against the BLM 
instead of leaving it up to the one club 
was also mentioned. 

The motion to re-instate the 
Hilltoppers to the District finally came 
to a roll call vote and passed 37 to 35. 
Ron Hall of $o. Cal. queried that if the 
Directors and officers of the District 
had been allowed to vote, shouldn't the 
Competition Committee also be allowed 
one. The rule book was searched, 
Treasurer McElroy said they should and 
another roll call vote was taken, each 
person being allowed a vote being 
named individually. This time the 
Hilltoppers lost 44 to 32 prompting one 
representative to call out thai if the vote 
didn’t go the way the Board wanted it 
the first time that was the way to do it, 
re-vote so it would. 

The meeting adjourned well after 
eleven o’clock, the lateness of the hour 
sending some representatives eligible to 
vote home before their vote could 
count. As of now the Hilltoppers are 
suspended and according to the 
resolution of the Board of Directors the 
So. Cal. club suspension will no doubt 
follow. 


Desert ‘Political Enduro’ 


We have been involved with the BLM 
in a recent legal battle, and are sending 
you this letter in an attempt to clear up 
the confusion over the present situation 
with our club, the BLM and the District. 

This is about the BLM’s request for 
$1.00 per rider rental fee. We are only 





doing what we have been advised by our 
counsel is perfectly legal; namely 
putting the money. aside pending the 
outcome of the court case. The issue of 
whether the $1.00 fee can be legally 
charged was challenged by the Cactus 

Cats M.C. and is scheduled for Federal 

Court May 6, 1974. 

What we are hoping to accomplish by 
our action of withholding the money is 
twofold: 

1. To force a decision in court. (The 
BLM could appeal to a higher 
court if they lost and drag the case 
out for years.) 

. To keep the BLM from using our 
money that may later be judged to 
be illegally collected. (Other cłubs 
could also put the money aside.) 

The BLM has not indicated that what 
we are doing is in any way illegal. 
Instead they have employed what we 
feel is a ‘scare tactic” by threatening to 
require a cash bond or payment of the 
rental fee prior to issuance of the 
permit. Whether they could do this 
would seem to be another issue that 
should be tested in court. A restraining 
order might be imposed pending the 
outcome of this court case. 

We checked into the difficulty of 
obtaining the cash bond and contacted 
numerous bonding companies, all but 
one indicated they would issue the 
bond. The cost for a $1000.00 bond 
ranges from $15 to $50. It is really a 
**faithful performance bond,” that 
insures the government that they will 
get their money for fees and/or damage 
costs. 

We intend to refund the $1.00 fee to 
each rider if the Cactus Cats win their 
case. Once the BLM has the money in 
their hands, it may be months or even 
years before the red tape is untangled 
and the money is returned to the riders. 
Much of the money would be 
impossible to return and probably will 
go back to the BLM. 

Here are some questions to consider: 

1. Why do we have to pay this $1.00 
per rider? Other racing organizations 
such as SRA have stated that they don’t 
charge or pay the fee. 

2. Is it legal for the BLM to charge 
this fee? Isn’t the government using a 
archaic law intended for use of the land 
for grazing sheep and cattle? 

3. Are we getting anything for our 
money? Wasn't the BLM supposed to 
use the money to make some 
improvements in racing locations such 
as grading roads and providing picnic 
areas and sanitary facilities? : 

4. Why are the individual clubs 
required to act as collection agents for 
the Government? Most collection 
agencies get a percentage of the fees. 

5. Why hasn’t District 37 explored 
the legality of what BLM is doing. Why 
do individual clubs have to fight this in 
court? Shouldn’t either the AMA or 
District 37 have challenged the legality 
of the restrictions and fees as they were 
instituted? x 

6. Why did it appear certain officers 
and influential members of District 37 
opposed this letter being sent to all of 
the clubs? Is there possible collusion or 
conflict of interest involved with BLM, 
AMA and these persons?

At the time of 
this writing, nothing has been done with 
our thousands of dollars, except to buy 
more rangers to patrol and control the 
organized motorcycle clubs. By now it 
should be evident to even a moron that 
when they get enough policemen — 
oops, sorry — rangers, it will be easy for 
them to control us; in the district, into 
what area to ride (which we all have 
experienced), how to ride an event, time 
limit, and most likely what type of 
machine to ride. These will be the only 
service the B.L.M. will offer, so I would 
advise you sleeping referees, 
representatives, and club members, to 
get off your butts and make your voice 
heard least you be silenced forever. If 
you, the body, let yourself be dictated 
to, by one single voice at the district 
meetings, you have fallen in line like 
sheep, and will go down the tubes with 
your leaders. 


He openly reads a letter from B.L.M. 
that in essence says, pay up or else — or 
else what? That is the same ploy used 
over 18 months ago when the pressure 
from the B.L.M. started to increase on 
the clubs. We were pushed into limited 
areas, we went. We were assesed $1 per 
rider per race, we paid. We were 
harrassed procuring permits, we 
cooperated. To shorten the story, we 
bent over backwards from the B.L.M., 
trying to co-exist with their new policy. 

It has been two years and I am 
still paying $1.00 per race for the 
priviledge of riding in a desert that the 
law had determined to be public land. If 
we should pay anybody, it should be 
the American Indian, but that is another 
story. 

Now this same person, who was 
going to lead us to the promised land, is 
handing out the same cock and bull 
story that now sounds like he’s got it 
recorded on tape. According to him, the 
B.L.M., if not paid, is going to shut the 
desert down to our district clubs. 

Well I say its about time that the 
B.L.M. did something definite. But the 
real crux of this letter is that all of this 
time has passed and in the space of this 
one evening, one man single-handedly 
has so convinced the district body that 
they hand down an ultimatum, in the 
form of a motion, to expel the 
Hilltoppers from District 37, if the 
B.L.M. has not been paid within seven 
days of this decree. This motion passed 
unanimously except for the lone 
dissenting. vote from the referee of the 
Cactus Cats M.C. No comment was 
heard from So-Cal M.C., founder of the 
Save the Desert Fund, Hilltoppers M.C., 
object of the motion, or any other club 
sympathic to saving our desert riding 
areas. Where are all of the clubs that 
supported the Cactus Cats M.C., E! 
Cajon M.C., and So-Cal M.C.? Why are 
the clubs being so weakly represented at 
the district? Are we, the largest district 
in AMA, going to be dictated to by 
another source besides our government? 

These questions can only be 
answered by supporting the clubs that 
think. the assessments levied on us are 
unfair. You cannot rid yourself of a 
problem by voting a club out of a 
district. If this trend continues, there 
will only be one club in the district, and 
I can only add that, I hope, this 
remaining club, the B.L.M. and the 
district Board of Directors, lives happily 
ever after.

VIEWS AS NIXON CHEWS.” Time 
Magazine made a little joke out of it: 
“Clad only in boots motorcycled a 
youth through Nixon’s restaurant in 
Whittier, Calif. last week. Startled 
among the onlookers was Vice President 
Richard Nixon, who recently bared his 
personal finances in the famous 
Checkers speech,” 

Well. You can be sure we all laid low 
until that blew over. Streaker John and 
I went away to college the next day and 
he died in a car crash a couple of years 
later. 

But now I wonder, when I hear the 
President talk about the *'dirty tricks” 
that the Democrats supposedly pulled 
on him, which his aides claim caused 
them to retaliate in kind, I wonder if 
maybe Richard Nixon thought our little 
prank was politically motivated. Well it 
wasn't, sir.

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Tullis wins Red Garter 
National Enduro

Enduro today, in a stunning but 


long overdue victory over the 
most talented field of riders to be 
seen in a California enduro in 
recent years. 

The Red Garter National almost 
didn't happen. As little as three days 
before the event, the club members 
were still going round and round with 
various officials. Ten days before, the 
event was cancelled, period. The man 
who ordered the cancellation could not 
even be reached. Then Shamrock 
legislative analyst, John Clausen got 
into the act, found a Forest supervisor 
in San Francisco who was willing to 
listen, got a meeting set up and the Red 
Garter was rescheduled. The problem 
turned out to be one of simple 
misunderstanding (between the club and 
the Fish and Game Department) and 
bureaucratic line-of-least-resistance 
administration by Los Padres Forest 
administrator Robert Lancaster. 

Even though rescheduled, the enduro 
was still a bit different than planned. A 
fifteen mile stretch of sand wash was 
unusable because of the objection of a 
land holder, not who owned the wash, 
but who held easement over a small 
portion of it. 

The first loop of the 102 mile run 
started in a north-easterly direction 
from the Ballinger Campground. At 5.7 
miles it seemed like the Dirt Diggers had 
blown the whole thing. About 50 riders 
were piled up, waiting for a chance to 
get up a skinny, loose trail that ran up 
the backbone of a very sharp ridge. The 
schedule allowed 20 minutes of free 
time, but it seemed like it would take 
three times that, if the trail could be 
negotiated at all. As it happened 
however, the trail was much easier than 
it first appeared, and even after stopping 
to take pictures and waiting in line for 
my turn, I arrived with several minutes to 
spare. 


Shortly thereafter there was another 
20 minute allowance for a second 
possible bottleneck, but there was none 
at all on that trail, at least at the time 
that I went over it (No. 82). To that 
point the run had been fairly easy, but 
over the rest of the morning loop it was 
not. There were no trick schedules, just 
18 and 24 MPH which were several MPH 
faster than most amateur riders could or 
would go in that sort of terrain. 

There were two or three very tight, 
close, twisty canyons to be ridden, one 
with a tree across it that you had to get 
off of your bike and wiggle under, but 
most of the run was high up on the 
ridges. Quite a few of the trails could be 
remembered from last year’s 
Prospector’s run, but though you were 
aware of having been over them, it did 
not seem the same at all. The 
Prospector’s run was during the wet part 
of the spring; on today's run the trail 
was completely dry. 

The trail eventually got up pretty 
high and one of the real emotional (as 
well as physical) highs of the enduro 
was breaking out finally and being able 
to look down on the Cuyama River bed, 
several thousand feet below. Then you 
realize that you’re to be going down 
rather quickly. There were a couple of 
quite frightening downhills. They were 
not terribly long, but they were 
somewhat rutted and very, very steep 
with little room to maneuver at the 
bottom if the bike got away from you. 

A feature of last year’s Prospector’s 
run which everyone remembered was 
the profusion of yellow and purple 
wildflowers. This year, being a slightly 
different season, there was not the 
saturation of color, but if you weren’t 
too busy watching your clock you could 
see about a dozen varieties. Near the 
end of the morning run we passed close 
to a picturesque farm on a treacherous 
off-camber trail high above it.The slopes- 








leading down to the farm were nearly a 
catalog of wildflowers and looked like a 
post card scene from the Swiss Alps. 

The afternoon section started with 
16 miles of asphalt highway, State 33, 
the inclusion of which cost the Dirt 
Diggers quite a bit of money. This was 
the route that had to be taken when it be- 
came impossible to use the Cuyama river 
and since it was a public highway, it 
required bikes using it to be street legal. 
Since this was not planned at the time 
the run was announced, it did not 
appear on the poster, and the Diggers 
felt obligated to refund the entry fees of 
anyone who could not meet the new 
street legal requirement. Altogether 
they refunded about 100 entries. 

After the highway we worked our 
way up dirt roads and sandwash to Toad 
Springs trail, going through successive 
forest levels from desert of the 
puckerbush variety, through silvery grey 
sage, and what I think is mesquite (I’m 
not a botanist) and finally up into the 
sweet smelling pine forest. There was 
still a bit of snow on the Toad Springs 
trail. That trail has several sharp drop 
offs and one drop that’s straight down 
— I mean sheer — for a good 1000 feet. 
The trail at that point is about 12 inches 
wide, so it’s not a good place for the 
fainthearted. The Prospectors ran that 
trail at six MPH I believe; the Diggers 
scheduled 18 MPH, so there was no 
loafing. 

The rest of the run was not terribly 
challenging from a terrain view, but 
there were two closely spaced, rather 
sneaky checks that caught many riders 
by surprise. One was on what appeared 
to be a straight dirt road where you 
would not have thought that you could 
hide a beer can on, let alone a several 
man check. But they did. You couldn't 
see it until you got to it. 

Although the narrow forest trails 
have been emphasized in this report 
because they are unusual for this area, 
there was quite a fair amount of sand 
wash for the desert riders, including two 
long sand wash sections of six or seven 
miles each in the afternoon loop at the 
respectable speed average of 24 MPH. 

Southern California has been having 
a National Championship Enduro every 
year now, (and sometimes several) for 
the past five years but they have been 
something of a joke because there were 
virtually never any riders from outside 
of District 37. This one was different. A 
large contingent of northern California 
riders came down for the event and did 
quite well. Bob Keys, a trials rider from 
the Bay Area took third Overall and 
first A Heavyweight. (Bob signed up as a 
B rider, but he didn't quite get away 
with that one!) Hawley Slayton from 
Reno took fifth Overall but that was 
only good for fourth in his class. Ben 
Bower, fresh from a second place gold 
medal win at the Fort Hood Qualifier 
took another second, this time in A 
Heavyweight behind Gary Caulkins. 
Gary credits his Honda for his win; Ben

blames the fact that he couldn’t get his 
head together for not winning. “It was 
Just sloppy timekeeping” he said. He 
lost 13 points. 

Rick Munyon, (who I believe, won 
this event last year), took the A trail 
award, edging out another District 36 
rider, Jim Jenkins by a mere one point. 
Jenkins (Pen) is former District 36 
number one rider. Altogether the 
northern riders took five out of the top 
fifteen spots, the two top spots in A 
Heavyweight and second inthe A Trail, a 
highly respectable showing. ` 

Next week the District 36 Polka Dots 
will be holding their National 49er 
Enduro at Foresthill. It will be 
interesting to see if District 37 does as 
well up north as the Northerners did 
down here. 

If there is one thing that everyone 
agrees upon, it is that Jay Tullis richly 
deserves this win. He has been running 
second and third for over a year now, 
losing to his teammates by a matter of 
seconds. Typical comments were, “Boy, 
it sure is about time.” and “Jay really 
deserves it.” Jay's win helped put his 
Honda-Chaparral team in first place as 
well, with a total of 33 points. 

This event was exceptionally well 
done from many standpoints. The 
marking was superb, the distances were 
right and the layout was very 
intelligently done. The Diggers credit 
one of their members named Putman 
for the layout. The free time at 
potential bottlenecks made a close 
respectable contest out of what could 
have easily been a fiasco. The schedule 
speeds were fast enough that they 
placed premiums on both riding ability 
and timekeeping ability. Anyone who 
doubts this should study the results at 
the end of this article. Not only are 18 
of the top 20 finishers Class A riders, but 
almost all of them are “name” riders. 
This was a run in which real skill in both 
areas paid off, which is what a National 
Championship should be. Good show, 
Dirt Diggers. 

The Dirt Diggers want to thank the 
Forest Service for their helpful, if 
somewhat belated cooperation. 
Although there was a mistake made 
which cost a lot of extra effort and 
wasted work, the mistake was corrected, 
and the Forest Service was then quite 
helpful. .

The Pentons have been a family of motorcycle enthusiasts longer than anyone can remember. John 
Penton, along with his brothers Ted and Bill, were riding enduros on bikes like BMWs and NSUs long 
before off road riding became popular. John was National Enduro Champion on a 250 BMW. It 

was just natural for them to turn their hobby into a living, and after being importers for various brands 
of motorcycles, including Husqvarna, they probably obtained what they had always wanted, and that 


was being able to sell what they felt was the best off road bike possible with their name on it.

Besides managing Penton Imports, 
located in Lorain, Ohio, John 
Penton has remained an 
instrumental figure in the off road 
motorcycling scene in America. 
He's the man most singularly 
responsible for our ISDT efforts 
each year, be it from an 
organizational, financial, or coaching 
stand point. He also still wins races 
when he finds the time. The 1974 
Daytona Alligator Enduro was one, and 
the hot shoes in the 250 class at a local 
Ohio MX track are still smarting from a 
time this past winter when he came out 
and whipped them all. 


There is a second generation of 
Pentons, though, that have proved 
themselves to be every bit as good as the 
first. They're John Penton's three sons, 
Jack, Jeff and Tom. Jack and Tom work 
for their dad in Lorain, while Jeff 
manages the new Penton Central office 
in Texas. Growing up in a motorcycling 
family, getting to have all the dirt bikes 
you want, and racing every weekend has 
to be the ultimate dream of every kid 
out at the sand lot and those of us who 
have to punch in at a 9 to 5 mundane 
job every day. We got the chance to talk 
to Jack and Tom Penton during the few 
days they had free after Daytona Speed 
Weck and were headed past our Eastern 
office on their way back to Lorain. The 
first thing we had to find out was what 
it was really like to be raised in a 
motorcycle family and working for their 
father. 

Jack- “It makes everything a whole lot 
easier, working in the business and all. It 
makes it so much easier to go to a race, 
and find the time to do it. You're 
helping the company every time you go 
to the race and do well. Some people 
have problems getting to a race, whether 
it’s getting off of work or their parents See 
letting them go.” 

The next question to ask them was 
when did they start riding, and in what 
ways their dad influenced them. 

Tom- “At the time, I thought I really 
started early. I started at 14, but by 
today’s standards that isn’t young. I was 
given a Yamaha 125 as.a Christmas 
present. I rode that for a couple of 
years, then I went and bought a bike on 
my own. We just rode around. I actually 
didn't participate in anything untill I 
was 16. I'm now 23 and Jack is 19.” 

Jack- “Dad was really good about 
never pushing us into riding, and it’s 
something I really appreciate. Even 
now, if we quit racing all together, all he 
would say would be he'd like to have his 
motorcycle back. Jeff quit racing for a 
while. Dad didn’t get mad or anything. 
He just said, “If you’re not going to race 
the bike, I want it back. I don’t want it 
sitting around.” And that was it. He 
didn't say. . . why aren't you going to 
race, or get out. There wasn't any 
pressure at all.” 

Being the sons of John Penton, it was 
logical assuming that they would feel 
they had to live up to the standards of 
their father. He was once the best 
enduro rider in the country. Did their 
father have any expectations of them, 
whether it was said or implied? 

Jack- “We participated in sports in | 


says we have to put our foot out here, He 
or dò this or that. Riding with him. . 
„he's a champion, and the way he 
thinks, anyone who is around anyone 
who's good at anything is naturally 
going to pick up the things that they do. 
Like in enduros, the timing part he just 
has down pat. Those are the little things 
that help.” 

These are their feelings on why each 
member of the Penton family has 
become such a good rider. 

Jack- “The competitive spirit. Instead 
of two people to race with, we have 
four. If you can't stay with, or beat 
your brother, how can you expect to 
beat the competition. We've all ridden 
together and learned things from each 
other. It's like four heads instead of 
one.” 

Tom- “One of the things Dad’s given 
us that’s rubbed off on the three of us is 
his enthusiasm for the sport. It’s 16 
hours a day, motorcycles, motorcycles, 
and it couldn't help but rub off on us. 
winning caliber, mainly because of the 
coach. No matter what you did for the 
coach, win the state mile - I saw it done, 
he'd say, “You did a good job.” If 
you're a good-athlete. it doesn't inspire 
hatred, but you're going to try even 
harder to make that coach recognize 
you. That's a lot how my Dad is. He 


stays very constant. There is never 
any extreme when he talks to you about 
what you did or didn’t do. I compare 
him to that coach, because he was 
recognized as a real good coach. Dad is a 
very good coach, also.” 

Tom- “Dad coached us in the basics of 
riding. He didn't go out and tell us to do 
this . . „or that. . . to develop our riding 
style. Our style came out much 
different then the way he rides, along 
the European lines is what our style ts 
like. His coaching was more like telling 
us to go out and do our best at an event, 
to keep the bikes up, and generalities 
like that.” 

Jack- “Ie’s more of a mental coach. 
He’s not a Gary Bailey type coach that 
We've also had the advantage of going 
around to all the different parts of the 
country to race as part of the job.” 

Jack- “Uncle Bill won the Jack Pine 
National before Dad was married. Uncle 
Ted rode it also, so there was very close 
competition there. When people ride 
together, like our Trophy Team rode 
together some of the year, then in the 
Six Days, and at the end of the Six Days 
we looked at the results and almost all 
the scores within the special tests were 
within one minute of each other. Tom’s, 
Carl Cranke's and my times were within 
one second of each other's after the

take the time or expense to put together 
a winning Trophy Team with the 
enthusiasm that John Penton has 
shown, but there always seems to be 
criticism anyway, especially with the 
selection fo the riders, We asked Jack 
and Tom why the Trophy Team always 
consisted of Team Penton riders. 

Tom- “We let our record speak for 
itself. The qualifiers and the past Six 
Days. Last year we had the best riders. 
Malcolm Smith, perhaps, could have 
been in there if he would have ridden a 
Penton bike, but he wanted to stick 
with Husky. It's true that you have to 
have 6 of the same bikes to do well as a 
team." 

Jack- “We may not have had the 6 
best or fastest riders on the Trophy 
Team, but in each class I think we had 
the best man for that class. There is no 
better 100cc rider that we know of then 
DaneLeimbach. No one is going to argue 
about Tom, and Bill Uhl. Bill was the 
best American at the Six Days. What 
more can you say? Paul Danik was one 
of the highest placing men in his class. 
With the exception of some very minor 
problems, it was so minor what we had 
happen to the Six Days team this past 
year, we had the best men in their 
classes. Dick Burleson may be able to 
beat Dane, but on a 100cc bike I don’t 
know.” 

With a better understanding of how 
the riders were selected for the team, we 
went on to talking about riding the Six 
Days. Just how hard is it for a rider in 
the ISDT? What's it feel like? 

Tom- “Any one day of the Six Days 
isn't that difficult. Its just the 
accumulation of those 6 days that make 
it tough. Any 1 or 2 day event in this 
country is much more difficult. The 
accumulation of having to ride all 6 
days and keep up the bike, and make all 
those checks on time. Any-one section 
between check and check is not that 
difficult, but to make all of them 
without having any problems that 
would make you late is tough. For 
myself, physically, it’s no problem at 
all. I get better as the week goes on. It’s 
like going on a hard job, construction. 


The more you work at it, the easier il 
gets. Mentally it becomes a problem 
because you lose concentration. You do 
a little day dreaming. You go on 
auto-pilot too much.” 

Jack- “At the Six Days you're 
working as hard mentally as you are 
physically, so at the end of the day you 
feel as if you've worked two days 
worth. One with your mind and one 
with your body. This goes on for 6 
days, and after 6 days you're pretty 
exhausted.” 

Tom- “Physically though, I could go 
on fora 7th day, or an 8th.” 

Jack- “This is considering that you 
never fall off your bike. If you don't fall 
off your bike you can go on forever at 
that pace. Fall off one time and sprain 
something and it's multiplied every 
single day. I've seen people who just 
couldn't finish because of something 
like a knotted muscle in their arm. It’s 
the little things. Like if you stub your 
toe, by the end of 3 days your foot is 
just huge. We don't usually get hurt in 
Six Days because we can't afford to, but 
if you do get hurt it hurts forever.” 


Jack is young, and when he isn’t 
competing in enduros, he's usually 
running in a hare scrambles and 
sometimes a motocross. I wondered if 
he had any general plans in the direction 
of motocross, and what the team had 
planned for the rest ‘of the year in 
particular. 

Jack- “The conditioning and the 
timing that's involved in motocross, you 
have to go out and do it every weekend 
or more to be good at it. With the 
schedule that we keep for the enduros, 
out of 52 weeks in the year we have to 
ride enduros on 30 of them. And then 
there's the Six Days which takes up a 
number of weeks. There just isn't time, 
and right now it's more important to me 
to ride the Six Days. I'd have to take off 
a whole year from enduros to ride 
motocross, and right now I can't do 
that. This year the team will be riding a 
whole lot of enduros, and trying for the 
National Enduro Championship. Then 
there's the ISDT again. ...” ©

For the first time, the American 
sporting rider can now order a 


competitive 2-stroke motorcycle 
made in the U.S.A. It is called, for 


reasons nobody can explain, the 
Gringo, and it is made in Rhode 
Island (“‘The Tool and Die Capitol 
of the World”) by Power-Dyne 
Vehicles, Inc. (PDV). 


PDV has four models in production 
available for sale. Two are motocross 
models, a 250 and a 360, and a 250 and 
360 ready-to-race flat track model. A 
test report on the flat trackers will come 
along later. 

A first look at the Gringo will remind 
you of a 1972 Yamaha MX. This is 
mainly due to the use of the same type 
of wheels and basic engine design. The 
tank, seat, frame, and exhaust pipe are 
the main differences to the eye. 

But a closer look, and a ride, will tell 
you it sure isn’t a Yamaha. Upon first 
riding the bike across rough terrain, you 
will immediately notice if you've ridden 
a Yamaha before, how much smoother 
the suspension absorbs rough ground 
shock. 

This is mainly due to the fact that 
Gringos have Betor suspension front and 
rear. The front forks have about seven 
inches of smooth, predictable travel. 
Ride a late model Bul and you'll get 
some idea of how well the bike will 
track. The rear shocks are five-way 
adjustable Betors and the setting will 
have to be dialed to the rider’s weight 
and riding requirements. 

Benny Padilla, District 37 desert 
Expert, couldn’t believe how much 
smoother ride the Gringo gave over his 
Yamaha. Benny weighs 190 pounds and 
said the rear shocks will have to be 
notched up a couple of positions to 
accommodate his weight, or have 
heavier springs mounted. 

I am not one for lofting the front 
wheel, but it was so effortless on the 
Gringos, that it was fun. Cornering, even 
for a desert racer like myself was fun, 
not a chore, It’s light weight made the 
bike easy to throw around. Effectively, 
it proved “European” handling at 
“Japanese” prices. When something 
breaks, you can go to your nearest 
Yamaha shop and get the part you need. 
The Gringo just may be the hottest 
Mexican-named product to hit the states 
since the green Chile burrito. 

The wheels are purchased through the 
same distributor Yamaha uses, and are 
exactly the same. They are very light 





and the braking is good, sometimes too 
good. (A shorter brake arm on the rear 
hub will eliminate this problem.) 
Cutting cross hatches in the brake shoe 
surfaces, thus limiting the swept 
surfaces, also makes them less touchy. A 
full-floating rear brake adds to the very 
fast reaction. There is a return spring on 
the foot brake pedal thus stopping the 
problem of sticking brakes, which the 
old Yamahas used to encounter 
occasionally. 


European handling at Japanese price. 


The expansion chamber is very 
sanitary. It doesn’t wrap through and 
around the frame like the Yamaha’s and 
is rubber-mounted to the frame in two 
places. Two springs hold it into the 
exhaust manifold. A more than 
sufficient heat shield keeps the pipe 
from putting any unnecessary marks on 
the rider’s leathers or bod. 

The biké was definitely built for 
motocross. The Gringo's pre-mix is 
stored in a 1.7 gallon plastic tank. A 
fuel filter is a good idea, as plastic tanks 
have a tendency to let loose flashings 
from casting into the carb, even if 
thoroughly rinsed. 

The seat is definitely not one of the 
finer points of the bike. It is snapped on 
to the tin rear fender. The air box cover, 
and filter within, can be removed in a 








matter of seconds. It really doesn't ride 
as uncomfortably as it looks, though, 
mainly because of the soft suspension. 
The rear fender, like the front, should 
have been plastic instead of glass. The 
front fender will break pretty easily, 
while the rear one is more protected by 
the frame structure. 

The engine breathes through a still air 
box made out of steel which will not 
part at the seams like others. It is 
mounted to the frame with hose clamps, 
which did come loose during the ride. 
The Gringo comes stock with a 
fiber-over-foam air cleaner element 
which does do the job, but it could do a 
little better job with a K&N, Filtron, or 
Twin Air. 

The frame is a clean, double loop, 
chrome alloy type with folding 
footpegs. All welds are TIG/welded and 
stress relieved. Though the pegs fold, 
they are not spring-loaded, but can be 
very easily modified to accept springs. 
All engine bolts and others are 
American SAE thread and dimensions. 
The nut that holds the seat on came off 
during the test, but this problem can be 
easily resolved by doubled nutting it 
with Loc-tite. 

Pre-mix is metered through a 32mm 
Mikuni carb in the 250 and a 34mm on 
the 360. Both bikes come with a three 
petal reed valve set-up. The 250 Gringo 
comes jetted a size too small, while the 
360 Gringo comes from the factory a 
little fat on the jetting for local 
conditions. Neither loaded up. 

The Gringo has plenty of ground 
clearance; 8% inches. A longish 
wheelbase of 55% to 56 inches, keeps 
the bike from side-hopping. There is an 
adjustment to the swingarm that allows 
you to move the axle forward or back 
about an inch to change the effective 
wheelbase of the bike. 

Ignition is pumped out through an 
American internal flywheel unit, that 
puts out a very hot spark. As the 
engine's revs climb, the spark becomes 
hotter, never fading. This helps explain 
the Gringo's easy starting characteristics 
and full range end pulling power. 

Traction to the ground is provided by 
a 4.00 x 18 Cheng Shin tire on the back 
on both 250 and 360 machines. The 
360 would be better off with a 4.50 on 
the rear, while the tire on the 250 was 
perfect. Rim locks are mounted on both 
the front and rear rims. The front tire 
on both, is a 3.00 x 21 Cheng Shin. The 
front end never once wanted to wash 
out so the Betor/Cheng Shin seem to 
work. 

The transmission is built on American 
steel hardened gears and holds 1000cc 
of transmission oil. The transmission at 
first was a little hard to shift and always 
seemed to shift better without the 
clutch, Another feature of the Gringo, 
especially good for desert racers, is 
in-gear starting. Pull in the clutch lever 
and stomp. 

The claimed weights on the bikes are 
207 lbs. for the 250 and 214 lbs. for the 
360. This seemed an impossibility until 
I picked up the front end without any 
trouble at all. The rear end lifted the 
same way. It was a surprise. If I had 
done this to my new Japanese dirt bike, 
it would have been hernia time. 








Other features include extra 
mounting tabs welded on the frame for 
number plates which the bike doesn't 
have. Most of the time, the number 
plates that do come from the factory 
are the wrong size or color for the type 
of racing you have planned, anyway. An 
accessory gas cap is a must, as the stock 
one leaks. Circle Industries makes one 
that fits. The cylinder head comes 
tapped for two spark plugs, or a dual 
ignition set-up, or even a compression 
release should you use one. The bike 
doesn't have a kick stand, strictly a 
racing machine. 

A plated frame, like the one used by 
PDV for the Gringo is easy to spot 
cracks in. A built-in silencer does a good 
job, and doesn’t fall off. Clutch and 


Slim and trim, like an MX should. 


front brake levers should have covers 
over them to keep dirt out of the cables. 

Case screws are Phillips type and after 
removing them a couple of times, will 
have to be replaced. While riding it, in 
fact, one of the bolts on the clutch 
cover came loose. Whether as a result of 
that or not, the clutch quit working. 

PDV Western distributor, Sammy 
Tanner, said the factory is now working 
on a 125 and 175 model, and maybe an 
enduro later. If they are anything like 
the 250 and 360, they should prove 
competitive. Everyone who rode the 
bikes during the test, which included a 
Beginner, on up to Experts like Dwayne 
Jones and Benny Padilla, through so-so 
racers like myself and playriders like 
Blackie, agreed that the bikes were as 
good, if not better than anything 
they’ve ridden before. 

The suspension is what makes the 
bike. It is unbelievably smooth and 
never jarring. The powerband on the 
250 is smooth and controllable, while 
the 360 is a bit more pipey, but nothing 
serious compared to some of the 
Japanese dirt bikes. 

Thanks to Takahashi Yamaha in La 
Habra, California for the use of their 
first Gringos. If you’re tempted, stop at 
Takahashi’s and take a look at one 
yourself. The 250 and 360 flat trackers 
can be ordered with Kennedy wheels, 
including a rear disc brake and spool 
front hub. e

Yamaha among the reeds

When I start it, it revs to about 
10,000 RPM. The slide isn't in 
backwards, the cable isn’t kinked, and 
the slide is all the way down and staying 
there. This happens with the choke on. 
With the choke off, thé bike doesn’t 
run. I’m using a 28mm Noguchi Mikuni 
carb. I’m stumped, so I decided to ask

As you say, the trick is to get 
it to idle. So let's go after the problem 
in steps. 

If you had an air leak it would most 
likely idle fast all the time. Since it dies Eos 
as soon as you close the choke, that SUPERIOR 
makes me think that it’s the pilot jet.

open, After you. know the carb is clean 
and nothing is plugged is a good time to 
set the floats. Reassemble the carb and 
put it back on the bike. 

You say that it still won't idle? 
Remember that number that we wrote 
down? Let's assume the number was 25, 
pilot jets usually come in steps of 5, like 
25, 30, 35, and on up. If it won't run on 
the number 25 pilot, it might on the 
number 30 but would more than likely 
be too lean on the bottom end to 
produce good power. So go up two 
steps at a time till it idles. 

Now you say it idles, but how do 
you know if it’s rich or lean on the 
bottom? As a rule of thumb, when you 
drive into a turn and the engine bogs 
when you grab a handful it’s a good sign 
that you're still lean. If it loads up and 
dies or is tumbly off the bottom, then 
it’s too rich, so come down one step. 

If all else fails, you can resort to the 
Tom Culp ‘Tool, Part number 
711433WHAMY (five Ib. hammer). Not 
really, try another carb. You could have 
a factory defect that no one can see. It 
does happen. e

Up the Widowmaker

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, MAR. 31 
Like the crest of some gigantic 
wave about to break, the grand old 
lady Widowmaker Hill, looms over 
the valley here, one thousand five 
hundred feet high. It has never 
been climbed. 

The critics who said man and 
motorcycle will never conquer the 
hill are not so sure now since one rider 
made it halfway, almost to the place 
where the hill begins getting easier 
rather than harder. He was Larry Smith 
of San Jose, California, running a 
Triumph twin that must have had 
paper-thin cylinder walls, because it was 
announced at 1,000cc. Running in the 
Exhibition class with some kind of 
weird fuel, Larry logged a run of 742 
feet, beating the next closest rider by 
over 100 feet. 

What made the difference was a 
sudden rise in the hill at 560 feet, 
covered with stairstep hummocks and 
sagebrush, which trapped any rider who 
made it that far. Smith was the only one 
to get a decent shot at it and the next 
smooth stretch, where the hill changes 
from sagebrush to grass. 

The next best effort was that of 
Harold’ Martensen, a Utah rider who 
went 627 feet on a red Norton that 
looked like all he did was take the lights 
off and slip on a knobby. Talk about 
torque! He probably rode it home 
afterwards. 

Then came Dennis Spencer, also of 





Utah, who rounded out the Exhibition 
class trophies with a run of 600 feet, 
cunning a Norton engine in a rigid frame 
that doesn’t stand over three feet high. 

The first real assaults on the hill 
started with the 500 class, as 62 riders 
pounded up, looking for a way through 
that tough clump of sagebrush. Some 
fell victim to fishtailing in the soft stuff 
over the first hump at 100 feet, and 
many more were nailed by the swell 
approaching 500 feet. At first it looked

Ken Archibald followed up 
with 562 on a 500 Yamaha. (In the 
Exhibition class, Archibald rode the 
same bike to 581, which didn’t count 
for anything, but it was a good run.) 

The Open class was lackluster at 
first, and it seemed that the big bikes 
wouldn’t outdo the 500s, because they 
are so difficult to control. But Dennis 
Spencer broke the ice with a run of 594, 
which was answered almost immediately 
by Minnesota's John McQuire, who put 
a Harley om the 596 line. 
Triumph-mounted Robert Terrell of 
California came back with 590, for 
third. 

In the Exhibition class, where 
everything goes, there was some fooling 
around with fuel, but no one tried 
chains. The specialized hillclimb bikes 
didn't seem to be that much better off. 
To see why, you have to understand the 
hill a bit. 

'The base sits on what was once the 
shore of an ice-age lake, at a 
power-robbing 5,200 feet elevation, The 
distance to the ridgetop is 1,500 feet, 
with a vertical rise of 800, giving it an 
average steepness of 65 percent! The 
steepness is greatest in the 500 to 700 
foot range. Down low, the surface is 
loose soil with small rocks, which gives 
way to tufted grass, and then to very 
sandy soil near the top.

Classic Cycle Shoppe: 
A different sort of bike business

Dick Renstrom is the author of 


books. 


over 400 feature articles and three 
He is known throughout 


the world for his expert historical 


writings on motorcycles and the 
sport of motorcycling. 

Classics Unlimited is 
Renstrom's very unique bike shop. 
It. deals exclusively in classic and 
antique bikes. Located at 2121 
Arlington Avenue in Caldwell, Idaho, 
this exotic shop has grown so in the past 
two years that Dick now has little time 
for his first true love — riding bikes im 
the magnificent hills of Idaho. 

The 38-year-old author got the idea 
to start such a business after being 
“burnt” on several bikes purchased by 
mail. There must be others who have 
also been less than satisfied with classic 
type bikes purchased this way, Dick 
reasoned, so why not gather up enough 
resources and open a little shop dealing 
in guaranteed classic bikes? 

First Dick located a competent buyer 
in England, who could test and buy 
bikes for the fledgling business, which 
was no problem for Renstrom since he 
had many contacts from his literary 
work. 

Classics Unlimited has, of course, 
purchased many bikes here in the states, 
but Renstrom tells me that they are 
forced to go to Europe for most great 
singles, since few were ever sold here 
and most of those that were have 
disappeared. “We know we can get most 
any bike a customer might request by 
going to Europe,” Renstrom says, “but 
we just can’t count on finding very 
many good bikes here.” 

When the bikes arrive at the shop 
they are immediately given a good road 
test. Renstrom does this himself, and 
then he corrects anything found to be 
not perfect and spends some effort to 
make things fit and work a little 
better. 

CU's buyer tries to find bikes in a 
very clean or well-restored condition, 
but Dick says that a lot of the bikes are 
given a “refurbishing.” This usually 
consists of chroming the exhaust system 
and some small parts, a very good 
cleaning, respraying the fuel tank and 
fenders, new striping and decals, and 
maybe a recovering of the seat. This, 
plus a very thorough going-over to 
adjust and tune, produces a bike that is 
ready for street or show right out of the 
crate. 

“Early in our business we used to do 





quite a few complete restorations,” 
Dick says, “but we try to refrain from 
that approach anymore by buying really 
clean bikes to begin with and then just 
giving them the little brush-ups that 
turn out such attractive bikes.” 

“The total restoration approach was 
just too expensive and time consuming 
to do on a commercial basis. We found 
we can provide more bikes at a more 
attractive price if we stick to low 
mileage and clean bikes to begin with.” 

On the day I visited their neat little 
shop there was a mind-boggling variety 
of great bikes in stock, plus more on 
their way from England. The prices did 
not seem so high to me compared to 
what one sees advertised in the

me was the magnificent 1961 AJS 
350cc 7R road racer that was a real 
beauty, with a price tag of $1500. 
“That bike is amazingly original,” Dick 
pointed out, ‘which is hard to find in 
road racers these days since they tend to 
get modified to keep them competitive 
or they’ve been dropped in a race and 
wiped out.” 








Next to the 7R were three Velocettes 
a beautiful Thruxton for $1500, a 
very nice Venom for $1025, and a street 
concours restored Viper 350 for $1200. 
Dick told me that Velos and Gold Stars 
are his best sellers, but that demand for

magazines and papers, and Dick stressed 
to me that his little shop puts a very 
good guarantee on every bike that goes 
to a customer. “If any part proves to be 
worn out or malfunctioning we replace 
it free of charge,” Dick says. “Our 
attention to detail here has kept us in a 
position where we've only had to fix two 
bikes out of 60 sold the past two 





assics Unlimited tries to keep an 
interesting variety of bikes in stock at all 
times, with a special emphasis on classic 
big singles. The most appealing bike to 


the AJS and Matchless singles is not far 
behind. 

There were several AJS and 
Matchless singles being worked on that 
day, with a rare 1957 Trials 350 
catching my eye. Next to it was a 
brutish 600cc single that Dick was 
fitting with lights to be street legal, 
followed by a stock street 500cc model 
that was very sharp. The AMC thumpers 
sell for quite a bit less than the Velos 
and Goldies, Dick told me, usually in 
the $700 to $1100 price range. 

Not all classics are expensive. In one 





corner sat a very nice 1954 NSU 250ce 
OHC street single for only $475, plus a 
beautifully restored Vespa scooter for 
$450. A perfect Greeves 250cc 
Silverstone racer came next at $750, 
and next to that was a magnificent 1955 
MV Agusta 175cc OHC five speed GP 
bike that was simply breathtaking. 

One of my favorites has always been 
the Gold Star single. “We sold three last 
week including a rare 350cc model,” 
Dick said, “but we have two more 
500cc models due in soon from 
England.’’ The author-turned- 
businessman showed me photographs of 
the two Clubman models, which were 
original and very beautifully restored. 
“These Gold Stars are in tremendous 
demand,” Renstrom said, “and these 
will probably be sold before they ever 
arrive.” I sell Clubman models in the 
$1200 to $1800 price range and just 
can’t begin to keep up with the 
demand.” 

Despite the demand for his wares, 
Dick has been able to find a bike for 
any customer who places a deposit with 
the shop to find a classic bike. Over half 
of their business is finding bikes for 
customers, which are then either 
freighted in from Europe or shipped by 
sea. Any bikes shipped from the shop 
are taken to a company that builds a 
very stout crate for $40. This way the 
bikes are delivered to the customer in 
perfect condition. 

Running such a unique shop is not all 
roses, of course. Dick says the biggest 
problem is finding parts. “Our buyer in 
England has been very effective, but it is 
still a lot of agony,” Dick says. Another 
problem is the tremendous volume of 
mail they receive. Every letter is 
answered, but Renstrom confesses that 
a lot of their mail is from people who 
think they can still buy a great single for 
$500. “The price of classic bikes has 
increased dramatically all over the 
world,” Dick says, ‘and this plus the 
increased cost of shipping due to the 
energy crisis, the fee I pay my buyer, 
and the guarantee we place on our bikes 
all adds up to greater costs for us.” Dick 
does feel, however, the CU's prices are 
still no higher than current market 
prices and the customer does have a 
great deal of protection by buying from 
a reputable business. 

I had the opportunity to examine 
some of the cost ledgers on many bikes, 
which certainly proved that putting out 
guaranteed classic bikes is not the best 
way to get rich. “It is as much a labor of 
love,” Dick told me, “since I could 
never afford to spend so much time in 
this if I did not have the income from my 
writing to live on.” 

Despite his limitations, a visit to the 
tiny shop is an experience one does not 
soon forget. Such things as heads and 
cylinders from KTT Velocettes and 
Gold Stars grace the shelves, and on the 
walls are many posters and 
advertisements from days long gone by. 
Beneath these are the great motorcycles 
of past ages, and an aura of history 
seems to permeate the place. This is a 
classic bike shop, and it is like no other 
in all the land. e

Bultaco Mikuni conversion

With the recent success of Jim 
Pomeroy on the World Champion- 
ship circuit, the Bultaco Pursang 
has become more popular than 


ever with aspiring racers. Always a 
good handler, the ‘Sang has a 
reputation for being one of the 
most forgiving bikes available 
making it an excellent choice for the 
Novice rider as well as the Expert. 
Unfortunately, the Buls also have a 
reputation for poor manners regarding 


starting, idling, clean running and 
carburetion in general. 
The 36mm Amal concentric 


carburetor, which comes as standard 
equipment on-the new model 250 and 
360 Pursangs, works well when new and 
properly jetted. However, the slide 
seems to wear out prematurely and 
merely installing an accessory air filter 
will alter the jetting which is a genuine 
bear to change. The 34mm Mikuni from 
a ‘71 Yamaha MX gives performance 
equal to, if not surpassing, the Amal, 
allows the bike to start on the first kick 
constantly, and is simple to tune due to 
the accessability of the main jet which 
lives inside a bolt on the side of the 
carb. 

The installation of the Japanese 
fuel-air mixer is super-simple and 
requires only a wrench or two and a file 
or grinder. You need a carb, some 
silicone seal, a piece of radiator hose 
and (if you want to do it right) a K&N 
air filter. With some *'careful consumer” 
tactics, you should be able to pick up 
the whole number for around forty 
bucks. Putting it on only takes about an 
hour if you’re sorta slow like us. 


Mikuni conversion for Bultaco 


Step 1 

Unbolt the Amal. Remove sundry gas 
lines, air cleaner hose and throttle cable. 
You need not remove the cable from 
the throttle housing end. 





Rat-tail file is applied to mount. 


Step 2 

With a file or grinder, open the ends of 
the Mikuni’s bolt holes so that the stock 
manifold bolts will fit properly. It is 
wise to take this step slowly and make 
constant fittings to insure a correct 
alignment. Our bike (a Mk. V 350) had 
the manifold mounted at a grossly 
off-camber angle and it was necessary to 
angle the holes a bit to get the carb to 
sit straight and tall. Caveat emptor! 











Step 3 

Once you get the mounting relationship 
right, give the Mikuni’s “0” ring a shot 
of silicone seal to prevent leakage and 
bolt it on using the 8mm flat washers to 
keep it from slipping to the side in 
either direction. Take care not to 
overtighten the nuts as this will 
compress the rubber mounting block 
unevenly and cause air leaks. 

Step 4 

Modify the cable to fit the Mikuni. Be 
sure that the slide is hitting both the top 
and the bottom of the carb. We had an 
accessory throttle on our bike and had 
to shorten the cable by about an inch. 
This will vary with each machine. 

Step 5 

In order to get the air intake hose to fit 
the Mikuni, we cut it down to about 
one inch.on each side and inserted a 
length of radiator hose (1% I.D.) into 
it. Some measuring and trimming is 
needed here to get the distance between 
the carb and the airbox right. Be sure to 
get the type of radiator hose with a 
green stripe on it and no spring inside. 
It’s fairly easy to cut and is gas resistant. 





Seal hose to intake rubber. 


Step 6 

Secure the radiator hose in the stock 
hose with a little silicone seal. You can 
use the stock hose clamp to mount the 
modified hose to the carb. Be extra 
careful that the hose is clamped evenly 
and tightly to the carburetor as any 
leakage at this point will suck in grunge 
and barf your engine. A variation on-a 
theme here is to take the intake bell 
(velocity stack) off the Amal, grind the 
threads off it and epoxy it to the 
Mikuni. This procedure eliminates the 
need for the radiator hose as the stock 
hose will fit perfectly on the bell. 


Step 7 

Install the K&N air filter. It’s a neat idea 
to glue some foam strip around the 
mouth of the K&N to seal it well where 
it sits on the airbox. If you can’t get the 
official Bultaco replacement K&N, you 
can use one designed for a Suzuki 
TM125. It fits. Be sure to tape the holes 
in the Suzuki filter shut before you put 
it in.

Step 8 

Take your newly-carbureted scooter out 
to your favorite testing ground and read 
some plugs. The Mikuni comes stock 
with a number 310 main jet and our 
bike ran pretty lean on it. (Note: The 
super-breathing K&N had a lot to do 
with this.) The number 60 pilot jet will 
allow the bike to start after a couple of 
kicks but a richer one would be a little 
better. What we're trying to get across is 
that the standard Mikuni-for-Yamaha 
jetting will get you into the proverbial 
ballpark but changes will be needed for 
every machine. Experiment. A good rule 





of thumb is to go richer on the main jet 
until it blubbers on top end and then go 
down one size. Remember: the main jet 
controls top end, the needle position 
controls mid-range and the pilot jet 
handles starting and bottom end 
response. 

Once you get the jetting right, you 
may wish to indulge yourself a bit. Pull 
over to your buddy's truck and shut off 
the Pursang. When a large enough crowd 
has gathered, give it one kick to start it 
and walk away while it idles perfectly. 
That will blow at least several minds for 
sure! e

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Losing your 
head at 


the Chicken 
Enduro

CLEAR CREEK, CAL., MARCH 31 
Somehow you had the feeling that 
you were back in the fifties. The 
enduro poster was not an artsy 
thing expensively printed, just 
typed and mimeod. Highway Five 
was still half deserted because of a 
modern «phenomenon, but there's 
no way you can see a gas shortage 
on an empty highway. It just looks 
empty. We came into the town of 
Coalinga and had dinner at. Lacey's, the 
town’s major eatery, complete with 
friendly waitresses, old wagon wheels on 
the walls, and faded photos of suited 
dudes with their ladies in Sunday 
clothes standing in front of the place. 
They were close cropped and 
prosperous looking. The dinner was like 
all our moms used to make, no spice, 
lots of starch and meat, mixed with 
something to “stretch” it. But there was 
homemade applesauce. 

According to the poster, the run was 
to be limed from Highway Five and 
Coalinga. We were to be prepared to go 
one hour’s driving time beyond 
Coalinga. Only there wasn’t any lime on 
the main road out of town, But we 
drove 20 miles or so anyway, then we 
came back and drove out of town on 
the secondary road. Then we went back 
to Highway Five. Then we asked around 
town. Nothing. Finally, we called a Club 
Information Number. A nice young lady 
on the other end told us she thought the 
run was near the intersection of 198 and 
25. “Which way do we go when we get 
there?” I asked. She didn't know, but 
she was confident that I could find it 
from there. 

Near the intersection, there was a 
farm with a few lights. My partner went 
up to it, only trembling a little. Dogs 
and shotguns are sometimes the greeting 
of 11 p.m. visitors at farms. There were 
several guys there, but only one could 
speak any English. He assured us that, 
yes, there would be a motorcycle 
race ...next month! I told my 
21-year-old friend that, yes, we used to 
go through this sort of thing regularly 
back about the time he was struggling to 
master a bicycle. 

At about 12:30 we quit for the 
evening. We just parked alongside the 
road, pulled the bikes out of the van 
and tucked ourselves in. The alarm was 
set for six a.m, but it was so cold and 
dark we didn’t get up until seven. A car

came along towing a trailer with some 
bikes on it, the very first bikes we had 
seen! He, too, was lost, but he had some 
friends coming behind him who knew 
where the event was. Another 40 
minutes driving and we were there, 

At the sign-up booth an 
accommodating guy changed a number 
for us so that my friend and I could ride 
on the same minutć. Then he explained 
that the reason there wasn't any lime 
was because it had rained so hard on 
Friday. Somehow it seemed like it 
would be exceedingly gauche to ask 
why somebody hadn't relimed it on 
Saturday, which was clear, sunny, and 
beautiful. Then he explained that we 
might have a little trouble with the 
schedule because somehow, he said, the 
guy who had done the schedule started 
with a key time of 7:01. I figured, what 
the hell, tomorrow’s April Fool's day so 
they're having an early joke. I don’t 
mind. I got a sense of humor, 

I only had about ten minutes before 
I was due to start, but that was long 
enough to figure out that starting key 
time a minute late was the least of the 
guy 's problems. The first section was 18 
MPH according to their schedule, but 
depending upon whether you chose key 
time to be 7:00 or 7:01 the actual speed 
was 16.6 MPH or 17.7 MPH. Having 
discovered that interesting bit I went on 
to discover that a 20 MPH schedule was 
actually 20.6 MPH, that a 15 MPH 
schedule was actually 14, that a 20 MPH 
schedule was actually 21, and finally 
that an 18 MPH schedule was 18. I was 
so surprised to find one right that I 
double-checked the result. The second 
loop was a repeat of the first loop, with 
identical mileages and speed averages, 
except that it was a minute 
shorter .. . Figure that one out. 

By the time I got on the starting line 
1 was wondering (A) how 400 or so 
riders had managed to find the place, 
and (B) why they had bothered. A 
friend from Santa Maria answered the 
first question, sort of, by telling me, 
“Oh, they do this every year. You can’t 
ever find their run unless you know 
where it is.” His buddy chimed in to tell 
a tale of his six-hour journey from San 
Luis Obispo, less than 100 miles away. 
Maybe a Taoist approach was needed: 
Know in your mind's eye that it is there 
but make no effort to find it and you 
will arrive ... 

It only took less than ten minutes of 
riding to discover why all the riders 
came. We started off splish-splashing 
across a creek several times, then after a 
bit got onto a muddy trail that wound 
through live oaks. Then we crossed

more water, as we climbed up a big hill 
or little mountain. On the other side we 
bumped-bumped-bumped down some of 
the biggest water bars I have ever seen. 

There was more muddy trail, the fun 
kind, that’s just slippery enough to get 
your wheel broke loose and moving 
around a little. A hill every once in a 
while, sometimes with a sign 
announcing it, added still more variety, 
but they were nice hills. You had to 
work a bit to get up or down, but there 
wasn’t anybody stuck on them making a 
bottleneck, 

With the area still having that 
rain-washed look and smell left over 
from Friday’s soaking, bright, beautiful 
weather just cool enough for a light 


jacket, the riding was just great. Did 


anyone care that the schedule was a 
little funny? Did anyone remember? 

The hard part of the enduro came 
near the end of the loop, with one of 
those vaguely indicated trails through 
thick manzanita, where you had to 
almost turn your bike inside out every 
ten or fifteen feet. With your wheel 
cranked over 87 degrees and still not 
quite getting around the turn, you 
wondered whatever made you think 
your bike had a short turning radius. 
The frustrating part was that half the 
time you were on the wrong trail so 
your turn didn’t count; you had to go 
back and do it right. And then to add 
insult to multiple abrasions suffered 
from innumerable contacts with springy 
but unyielding mazanita, there was this 
sign: “To ride an enduro you had an 
itch... You never knew it could be 
such a bitch.” 

Clever little rascals. 

The second loop was the same as the 








first, only better for some people and a 
little worse for others, namely the ones 
at the end. Some of those neat little 
muddy trails that I mentioned earlier 
now had a slot in them that put your 
knees up in close proximity to your 
ears, or at least so they told me.I did a 
super crash in one of those neat little 
creeks and turned my Bul into a water 
pump... 

Just like the fifties, an enduro no one 
could find, a club that wasn’t even 
embarrassed that its averages were all 
wrong, and that nothing even checked 
out on paper, let alone on the trail, 
because they had such a neat ride set up 
for you. As the kids say, “That’s cool.” 

The BLM controls the land that the 
Pathfinders used, and they were very 
cooperative. I’m sure this was close to 
the very best piece of ground that the 
BLM “owns” so we should appreciate 
the fact that they were willing to let us 
use it. A nice camping area with trees, 
water, and atmosphere was provided by 
Mr. Willard Fisher, one of the local 
ranchers, with whom the Pathfinders 
have good relations. A nice run. Next 
year I'll be one of the ones who knows 
where it is. ®

Jeff Wecker took the lead of the 125 
Expert first moto on the second lap and 
never gave it up. By the end of the moto 
the leaders were lapping gobs of slower 
riders as steam very gently, slowly rolled 
up from the slightly sodden track from 
the sun’s irradiation of the soil. When 
the checkered flag held, Wecker had six 
seconds on second place Danny Olsen 
(Hon), who was followed by Nick Halle 
(Hon) and Mark Schroeder (Pen). 

The second 125 Expert moto saw 
Olsen grab the lead after the start, 
haunted by Schroeder and Pete Scarlett 
(Hon). Schroeder quickly moved up and 
stole the lead from Olsen. Scarlett 
passed Olsen about a half lap later, and 
Wecker followed close behind. Wecker 
was into a hard charge and first crept up 
on Schroeder, then took the lead for 
himself.

Gary Hymes (Pen), a Dirt Rider 
magazine staffer, led from the start until 
the last lap of the first 250 Expert 
moto. Hymes, who was the only 
editor-type from a major publication to 
actually do some racing at Hangtown, 
(aside from his boss Dave Swift from 
the same rag), was in control until one 
Danny Olsen started to move up, this 
time having traded his 125 Honda for a 
250 Maico, From fourth on the first lap, 
Olsen moved first past Todd Snyder 
(Pen). A few laps later itwas Dale Stelter
